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The  Shillito  Familv 


The  ancestral  home  of  the  Shillito  family  was  in  Scot¬ 
land,  where  the  name  was  spelled  Shillitoe.  The  family 
lived  in  Scotland  until  about  1745-48,  when  they  migrated  to 
the  North  of  Ireland  during  the  Scottish  revolt  against  the 
Episcopal  Church.  The  Shillitos  were  Covenanters,  and  it 
was  to  throw  off  the  heavy  yoke  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
that  the  migration  to  North  Ireland  was  made. 

It  is  believed  that  there  were  three  brothers  of  the  Shil¬ 
lito  family  who  came  from  Ireland  to  America.  Of  these 
George  and  Samuel  are  known  to  have  remained  in  this 
country,  while  a  third  brother  is  thought  to  have  settled  in 
York  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  may,  perhaps,  have  re¬ 
turned  to  Ireland. 

The  first  of  the  family  of  whom  any  definite  record  has 
been  obtained  is  George  Shillito,  Sr.,  father  of  the  three 
brothers  mentioned  previously.  He  was  married  and  the 
parent  of  a  son,  George,  Jr.,  born  in  1762.  When  this  child 
was  eleven  years  of  age.  or  in  1773,  the  family  emigrated 
from  Ireland  to  America,  and  settled  near  Germantown,  Pa. 

Soon  after  the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out  George 
Shillito,  Jr.,  showed  his  love  for  his  adopted  country  by 
making  application  for  enlistment  into  the  army,  but  was 
rejected  on  account  of  his  youth.  He  was  later  accepted  as 
a  substitute  at  the  age  of  16  years,  or  in  1778.  He  served 
as  a  private  to  the  close  of  the  war  in  the  Cumberland 
County  Militia,  First  Battalion,  commanded  by  Col.  James 
Johnson.  His  war  record  can  be  found  in  Pennsylvania 
Archives,  5th  Series,  Vol.  6,  page  126. 
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Samuel  Shillito,  one  of  the  three  brothers  who  came  to 
America,  served  in  the  War  of  1812.  At  the  close  of  that 
struggle  he  was  married  to  Nancy  Miller.  After  his  mar¬ 
riage  he  and  his  wife  went  down  the  Ohio  River  and  set¬ 
tled  near  Cincinnati,  where  some  of  the  descendants  founded 
.what  is  now  the  John  E.  Shillito  Co.  Department  Store. 


Some  time  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  George  Shil¬ 
lito,  Jr.,  was  married  to  Agnes  Miller,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Miller  of  Mt.  Pleasant  Township,  Washington  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  They  located  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  eight  children  were  born  to  them:  Samuel,  John, 
Elizabeth,  George,  Jane.  James,  Ebenezer  or  Eben  and  Mary. 
In  April,  1812,  they  came  from  Allegheny  County  to  Beaver 
County,  and  purchased  a  tract  of  land  on  Service  Creek, 
Raccoon  Township,  from  the  estate  of  David  Redick  called 
“St.  Clair,”  containing  420  acres;  bounded  on  the  east  by 
Frederick  Hubley,  on  the  north  by  Frederick  Kiehr,  and  on 
the  south  by  John  Graff.  The  price  was  $500.00.  It  was 
located  one-half  mile  up  the  creek  from  Service  Church. 
This  particular  location  was  selected  on  account  of  its  prox¬ 
imity  to  Service  Church,  and  the  desire  of  the  family  for  a 
home  in  a  Christian  community. 

George  Shillito  was  familiarly  known  in  the  community 
of  Service  as  “Grandaddy”  Shillito.  His  homestead  was 
located  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  just  across  Service  Creek  from 
where  lower  Service  school  house  now  stands.  He'.-e  he  was 
a -near  neighbor  and  loyal  friend  of  Rev.  Dr.  Anderson,  the 
first  pastor  of  old.  Sevice  Church,  and  the  founded  of  one  of 
the  two  first  Theological  Seminaries  on  this  continent. 


The  Shillitos  were  early  members  of  and  prominently 
identified  with  old  Service  Church.  Service,  named  from  the 
creek  on  whose  waters  it  is  located,  and  it  in  turn  named 
from  the  service-tree  which  grows  in  the  vicinity,  dates  its 
origin  from  the  year  1790,  although  prior  to  that  time  and 
up  until  the  year  17 
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the  log  cabin  homes  of  its  members.  The  first  extant  record 
is  that  of  a  meeting  of  the  session  of  Mill  Creek  (the  name 
of  Service  Church  until  1800)  on  August  11,  1700.  In  that 
record  two  ruling  elders  were  identified:  James  Ingles  and 
John  Nelson.  No  mention  is  made  of  Dr.  Anderson  until 
1792,  when  he  is  represented  as  the  moderator  of  the  ses¬ 
sion.  His  date  of  call,  acceptance,  and  installation  as  pastor 
are  alike  unknown.  In  conjunction  with  his  pastoral  duties 
at  Service,  he  was  also  pastor  of  Harmon  Creek  Church 
(now  Frankfort  Springs). 


Dr.  Anderson  is  described  as  being  sligtly  over  five  feet 
in  height,  possesseed  of  a  high,  shrill  voice,  and  with  a  dic¬ 
tion  so  slow  that  a  swift  penman  might  have  taken  down  his 
sermons  in  longhand. 

The  first  meeting  house  at  Service,  a  log  cabin,  was 
erected  in  1793.  In  this  building  the  congregation  worshiped 
for  ten  or  twelve  years,  when  a  second  church  building  was 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  present  edifice.  This  latter  was 
of  hewed  logs,  chinked  with  yellow  clay,  perhaps  25x30  feet 
in  dimensions,  and  with  one  door  and  few  windows. 


In  1794  the  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania  established  a 
Theological  Seminary  and  appointed  Dr.  Anderson  professor 
therein.  Since  his  services  as  professor  were  to  run  concur- 
ently  with  his  duties  as  a  pastor,  Service  was  selected  as  the 
seat  of  the  institution.  Contiguous  to  Dr.  Anderson's  log- 
cabin  home  a  two-storied  log  structure,  with  floors  of  rough- 
hewn  logs,  and  clapboard  roof,  was  erected  to  serve  as  the 
Seminary  building. 


Some  of  the  Seminary  students  always  roomed  and 
boarded  at  the  home  of  George  Shillito.  One  of  the  students 
came  home  one  day  very  angry  and  hurt  at  a  sharp  rebuke 
administered  to  him  by  Dr.  Anderson,  and  vowed  he  would 
never  go  back  there  again.  “Never  mind,”  said  “Grandaddy” 
Shillito,  “if  Dr.  Anderson  was  hasty  and  unjust  to  you  he 
will  never  let  the  sun  go  down  on  his  wrath.”

The  Shillito  Family 


Sure  enough,  as  the  Shillitos  were  eating  their  evening 
meal  on  the  back  porch  facing  Service  Creek  nearby,  they 
saw  Dr.  Anderson  coming  across  the  meadow.  There  was 
no  foot-leg  across  the  creek.  Dr.  Anderson  took  off  his  shoes 
and  socks,  waded  the  creek  and  then  put  them  on  again,  and 
came  up  to  where  they  were  eating.  He  spoke  kindly  to  the 
student:  “Young  man,  I  spoke  unjustly  to  you  this  after¬ 
noon.  I  am  very  sorry.  I  came  here  to  acknowledge  my 
wrong  and  to  apolgize  to  you.  Will  you  please  forgive  me  ?” 
The  student  w^ent  back  to  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  Anderson  served  as  professor  of  the  Seminary  until 
1821,  when  the  institution  was  transferred  from  Sevice  to 
Canonsburg,  Washington  County,  Pa.  He  served  as  pastor 
of  Service  Church  until  his  death  April  6,  1830. 

Between  the  death  of  Dr.  Anderson  and  the  installation 
of  Rev.  William  M.  McElwee  in  1833,  George  Shillito  was 
installed  as  a  ruling  elder. 
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The  Samuel  Shillito  Family 


.SAMUEL  SHILLITO,  eldest  child  of  George  and  Agnes 
M.  Shillito,  was  born  August  31,  1793.  He  served  in  the 
War  of  1812.  He  was  married  February  26,  1829  to  Eliza 
Smith,  who  was  born  September  24,  1805,  and  died  April  3, 
1875.  Samuel  Shillito  died  July  16,  1865,  and  they  were 
buried  at  Service.  They  had  seven  children:  James,  Nancy, 
Voilet,  Cynthia  Jane,  John,  Eliza  Jane,  and  Lucinda. 

Samuel  Shillito  was  of  medium  height  but  strong  and 
wiry  in  build,  active  and  energetic,  quick  in  manner  and 
sententious  in  speech,  but  withal  the  soul  of  gentleness  and 
kindness.  He  was  by  vocation  both  a  farmer  and  miller. 

The  family  lived  on  part  of  the  old  Shillito  homestead 
which  included  the  mill  and  mill  site  (now  known  as  Cotter’s 
Mill)  known  for  years  as  Shillito's  Mill. 

He  and  his  family  were  devout  members  of  old  Service 
Church.  He  was  universally  respected  for  his  high  sense  of 
honor  and  honesty. 

James  Shillito  was  born  in  182S  and  married  Martha 
Conley  on  November  25,  1858.  He  died  in  1917  at  the  age 
of  89  years. 

Nancy  Shillito  was  born  March  28,  1831,  and  died  May 

3,  18S7. 

Violet  Shillito  was  born  September  10,  1833,  and  died 
December  27,  1S8S.  She  married  William  Sterling  on  Octo¬ 
ber  1,  1S56.  They  had  five  children:  Herman,  Harry,  Clara, 
Ida  M.  and  Lora  Frances.  Violet  was  buried  at  Service.

JOHN  SHILLITO,  second  child  of  George  and  Agnes 
M.  Shillito,  was  born  in  1795.  He  was  married  in  1821  to 
Jane  Biggert,  of  Washington  County,  Pa.  They  had  six 
children:  Mary,  Nancy,  Samuel,  James  Biggert,  Eliza  and 
Murdock.

Elizabeth  Shillito  was  short  of  stature  and  light  of 
build,  and  of  a  quiet  but  friendly  disposition.  Both  she  and 
her  family  were  members  of  Service  U.  P.  Church,  in  which 
she  was  an  active  worker.  She  died  in  1885  and  both  are 
buried  at  Service. 

Allison  Robertson  was  born  September  24,  1824,  and 
married  in  1848  to  Margaret  Calhoun,  who  was  born  in  1830 
and  died  October  9,  1918.  Allison  Robertson  died  May  12, 
1912.  To  this  union  were  born  four  children,  two  of  whom 
died  in  childhood.

In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen,  I  George  Shillito  of  Raccoon 
Township,  and  County  of  Beaver,  and  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
being  infirm  in  body  but  of  sound  mind  and  judgment 
(thanks  to  God  for  His  mercies)  calling  to  mind  the  cer¬ 
tainty  of  death  but  the  uncertainty  of  the  time  of  it.  in  order 
to  settle  my  worldly  concerns  that  I  may  be  the  better  pre¬ 
pared  to  leave  this  world  when  it  may  please  God  to  call  me 
hence,  do  make  and  ordain  the  following  to  be  my  last  will 
and  testament  and  revoking  all  former  wills,  viz: 

1.  After  payment  of  all  lawful  debts  and  funeral  ex¬ 
penses,  it  is  my  will  that  the  yearly  profits  of  the  balance  of 
my  land  exclusive  of  the  parts  heretofore  laid  off  for  my  sons 
Samuel  and  James,  and  the  part  laid  off  on  the  upper  end  of

Also  I  allow  all  my  personal  property  to  remain  in  my 
said  wife’s  hands  for  her  use  and  benefit  during  her  natural 
life  and  after  her  decease,  whatever  may  remain  of  the 
same  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  said  sons  and  daugh¬ 
ters.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  I  bequeath  to  Samuel  and 
James  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  severally,  the  land  for¬ 
merly  laid  off  for  them  on  which  they  n 
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hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  sons  Samuel  and  George 
to  be  executors  of  this  my  will.

I,  Samuel  Miller,  of  Mount  Pleasant  Township,  County 
of  Washington, State  of  Pennsylvania,  farmer,  being  of  sound 
mind  and  memory,  thanks  be  unto  God  therefor,  calling  to 


mind  the  mortality  of  my  body,  and  knowing  that  it  is  ap¬ 
pointed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  ordain  this  to 
be  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  that  is  to  say:  First  of  all  I 
give  and  recommend  my  Soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty 
God  who  gave  it,  and  my  body  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in 
decent  Christian  burial  and  as  touching  such  worldly  estate 
wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in  this  life;  1st. 
I  allow  and  will  that  all  my  legal  debts  and  expenses  be  paid ; 
2nd,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grandchildren,  James  M:l- 
ler’s  son  Samuel,  Thomas  Love’s  son  Samuel,  George  Shil- 
lito’s  son  Samuel,  Richard  Moore’s  son  Samuel,  William 
Moore’s  son  Samuel,  David  Miller’s  son  Samuel,  Robert  [Mil¬ 
ler's  son  Samuel,  William  McCracken’s  son  Samuel,  Samuel 
Miller’s  son  Samuel,  thirteen  dollars  and -th : rty- three  cents. 
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Pennsylvania  currency,  each  person  to  be  paid  out  of  my 
estate,  to  be  given  to  such  as  are  of  age  as  soon  as  conven¬ 
ient  after  my  decease,  and  for  the  others  it  is  to  be  kept  at 
interest  if  convenient  till  they  come  of  age;  3rd,  I  will  and 
bequeath  twenty-six  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents  to  purchase. 
Bibles  for  the  aforenamed  grandchildren;  4th,  it  is  my  will 
that- the  whole  remainder  of  my  estate,  real  and  personal,  be 
appraised  and  sold ;  5th,  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Isaac 
Miller,  or  his  legal  issue,  one  hundred  and  six  dollars  and 
sixty-six  cents,  provided  said  Isaac  Miller  or  his  legal  issue 
shall  come  forward  afterwards  each  of  the  after  named 
legatees  shall  pay  their  respective  quota  of  the  one  hundred 
and  six  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents;  6th,  the  whole  of  the 
remainder  to  be  equally  divided  among  the  following  persons, 
viz:  My  son,  John  Miller,  by  daughter,  Jennet  Love,  by  son, 
James  Miller,  my  daughter,  Agnes  Shillitoe,  my  daughter, 
Mary  Moore,  my  son,  Samuel  Miller,  by  son*  Robert  Miller, 
my  son,  David  Miller,,  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  McCachren, 
my  daughter,  Martha  Moore;  7th,  and  I  do  hereby  consti¬ 
tute,  make  and  appoint  my  son,  James  Miller,  and  my  son, 
Samuel  Miller,  to  be  executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and 
Testament.

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Some  Facts  About  Samuel  Miller,  Sr., 
and  His  Descendants. 


Samuel  Miller’s  parents  lived  in  Scotland  but  came  to 
Ireland  about  1714  on  account  of  the  insurrection. 

Samuel  Miller,  Sr.,  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1717,  and 
lived  there  until  sometime  in  1748  or  ’50,  when  he  emigrated 
to  America.  While  on  shipboard  coming  to  America  he  be¬ 
came  acquainted  with  a  lady  whom  he  married  sometime 
after  his  arrival  here.  After  his  marriage  he  and  his  wife 
resided  near  Hickory,  Mt.  Pleasant  Township,  Washington 
County,  Pa.,  where  their  twelve  children  were  born.  During 
the  Whiskey  Insurrection,  in  1794,  General  Lee  made  Samuel 
Miller’s  home  his  headquarters.  Samuel  Miller  lived  in  Mt. 
Pleasant  Township  until  his  death  wrhich  occurred  in  1819.

Samuel  Miller,  who  married  Elizabeth  Morrison. 
Andrew  Russell  Miller,  born  October  31,  1797,  died 
October  30,  1891.  He  purchased  77  acres  6f  land  in  183G 
from  Sam  Carson,  on  the  Beaver  and  Frankfort  road,  where 
his  grandson  Ed.  Miller  still  lives.  He  was  married  to  Jane 
McCullough,  who  was  born  in  1800  and  died  June  6,  1852. 
His  second  wife  was  Mrs.  Eliza  McBumey  Harper,  widow 
of  Major  James  Harper. 

John  Miller,  who  married  Amelia  Ramsey.  After  her 
death  he  married  Mary  Henderson.  Ramsey  Miller  was  a 
son  by  the  first  marriage,  and  was  a  physician.  He  moved 
to  Hamilton,  Illinois,  and  later  his  father  and  step-mother 
'  followed  him  there,  where  they  both  died.  Ramsey  Miller 
married  Eliza  Kennedy  of  McCIeary,  Beaver  Co.,  Pa.  They 
had  eight  children:  Dr.  Auston,  Angeline,  Homer,  Maggie, 
Emma,  Rev.  Albert,  Clara,  Romanna.  He  had  four  brothers 
and  one  sister.  The  sister  married  Dr.  John  McCarroll. 
Both  she  and  her  husband  died  at  Wellsville,  Ohio. 

James  Alexander  Miller,  who  was  married  on  December 
21,  1837,  to  Eleanor  Creswell,  of  Colliers,  Va.  They  made 
their  home  at  the  Torrance  mill  on  Little  Traverse,  Hanover 
Twp„  until  April  1,  1853.  Here  their  ten  children  were  born, 
seven  of  whom  lived  to  maturity.  In  1S53  they  removed  to 
Calcutta,  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  and  at  a  later  date  they 
moved  to  New  Concord,  Ohio,  where  they  spent  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  James  A.  Miller  died  November  21. 
18S3,  aged  72  years  and  three  months.  His  wife  died  the 
following  June,  at  the  age  of  seventy-three  years.  Of  these 
godly  people  it  can  be  truthfully  said:  “They  were  all  right¬ 
eous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the  commandments  of  the 
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Lord  blameless.”  They  were  truly  children  of  the  covenant. 
They  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  their  children  all  claim  the 
covenant  promises  for  themselves.  Four  of  their  five  daugh¬ 
ters  married  and  lived  useful  lives  in  their  various  locations. 
May  Miller  taught  at  Muskingum  College  and  elsewhere. 
The  two  sons — James  Russell  and  Robert  Johnson,  the  eld¬ 
est  and  the  youngest  of  the  family — both  became  ministers 
and  both  were  called  to  the  editor’s  chair — the  former  as 
editor  of  the  Sabbath  school  literature  of  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Publication,  in  Philadelphia.  He  served  as  editor 
for  thirty-two  years — until  his  death,  which  occurred  July 
2,  1912.  He  was  the  author  of  many  devotional  books,  which 
found  their  way  into  all  parts  of  the  world.  Robert  John¬ 
son  Miller  has  filled  a  similar  position  with  the  United  Pres¬ 
byterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible  School  Work,  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  for  more  than  half  a  century.  Of  these 
two  sons,  James  Russell  was  the  father  of  two  sons  and  one 
daughter,  all  now  living  in  Philadelphia.  His  son,  Russell 
King  Miller  is  a  well  known  musical  composer. 

In  addition  to  the  children  of  James  Alexander  Miller 
designated  above,  there  were  four  daughters  who  married. 
These  were  (1)  Mrs.  Belle  V.  Chisholm,  who  was  the  mother 
of  two  daughters  and  a  son.  The  two  daughters  live  in  New 
York  City  and  Philadelphia,  respectively,  and  one  of  the  two 
sons — Rev.  Harry  T.  Chisholm — is  pastor  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  at  East  Brady,  Pa.  (2)  Mrs.  Ella  J.  Hender¬ 
son.  Her  only  daughter,  Ella  C.,  lives  in  Ottawa,  Kansas. 
(3)  Mrs.  Ann  M.  Moore.  She  had  one  daughter  and  two 
sons.  The  daughter  is  Mrs.  Iva  Milligan,  wife  of  Rev.  H.  0. 
Milligan,  of  Avalon,  Pa.  They  have  one  son.William  Milligan, 
The  two  sons  were  Paul  Moore  and  James  R.  Moore,  well 
known  business  men  in  Aliquippa,  Pa.  Of  these  James  R.. 
was  born  May  11,  1880.  He  married  Olive  E.  McGeorge, 
who  was  born  March  19,  1885.  They  have  two  sons.  J. 
Harvey  McGeorge  Moore,  born  December  9,  1907,  and  Paul

An  interesting  incident  connected  with  the  Andrew 
Russell  Miller,  Sr.,  mentioned  above,  has  been  preserved.  It 
seems  that  when  Andrew  was  six  months  of  age,  his  father, 
James  Miller,  Sr.,  moved  to  Tomlinson's  Run  from  the  old 
home  locality  near  Hickory.  Up  until  Andrew  was  fifteen 
years  of  age  the  old  grandfather,  Samuel  Miller,  Sr.,  had 
never  visited  the  family  in  their  new  home.  In  that  year 
(1812)  Andrew  was  sent  to  Hickory,  riding  one  horse  and 
leading  another.  The  old  grandfather  made  the  round  trip 
on  horseback  and  had  a  good  visit.  Considering  that  the 
grandfather  was  95  years  of  age  at  the  time,  and  Andrew 
but  15,  this  trip  was  no  mean  feat.

They  had  six 
children:  Benjamin,  John,  Alice  Hary,  Robert  C.,  an 
infant  born  in  I838  and  died  the  same  year,  and  George.
